The amount of sugar manufactured 
in Panada month by month continues 
favorably In excess of the amouftt 
manufactured In 1924. For tho fout*- 
week period ending October 10, 91, 
913.214 pounds were manufactured, as 
against 56.7S0.S48 pounds in 1924. For 
the year to date, 9i7.470.91C pounds 
were manufactured, as compared with 
653,632,249 pounds in the previous cor¬ 
responding period. 

Exports of refined sugar from Can¬ 
ada during tlio month of September 
show a remarkable increaso as com¬ 
pared with the same month last year. 
According to a report of the bureau 
of statistics, shipments during Sep¬ 
tember last amounted to 23,840,200 
pounds, as compared witli only 832,500 
pounds in September, 1924. Tho 
value ulso fdiows a corresponding In¬ 
crease, being $1,388,389 in September, 
1925, a scompared with $60,316 In the 
same month a year ago.
